Maida, Suji, and Wholemeal Atta viz., Wheat flour of not less than 95 % extraction, within a limited ceiling on first- 
come, first-served basis subject to specified minimum export prices. 
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3. Ttic exporters are required to file one copy of their bill of lading and invoice as passed by the Port Licensing 
Authority with the Processed Foods Export Promotion Council within I 5 days of the shipment.
